Cuttings which are planted this year

Considerable live stock is pastur- 
ing on public highways. On ac- 
count of the: feed shortage there 
will Be more of it than usual’ this 
summer. But the. farmer should 
ask himself if it is worth while to 
to run at large. 
There is the greater risk of straying 
out of reach and the-chance of loss 
on railway crossings. On the prairies 
last year on one railway alone there 
were.well over one thousand an- 
imals killed, zixty per cent of which 
strayed on to the track from a_ pu- 
blic highway. One quarter of these 
were killed right at the public cros- 
sing. There is not only the loss of 
the cattle but the danger of wreck- 
ing a passengertrain. The human 
lives cannot be paid for. In a si- 
milar way cattle and sheep on the 
roads are a great nuisance to auto- 
mobilistsof whom a great many 
are themselves farmers. Herd laws 
and bylaws restraining animals 
from running at large are being 
enacted in several municipalities of 
the district this year and to be. of 
benefit to the country should _ be 
properly enforced.

According to an ainteresting re- 
port on Agriculture Instruction Act, 
the plan of centering agriculture ex- 
tension work around the district re- 
presentive has provided the most 
satisfactory’ method of reaching 
the farmer on the land with educat- 
ional propaganda on scientific agri- 
culture. To quote the report: “It 
is .evident. that the principle of 
making the representive office the 
local motive centre around which 
shall revolve all branches of the 
department’s field activites in ¢rops 
live stock, horticulture, and even 
women’s work, will prove in most 
instances to be a sound policy and 
give excellent results. The adoption 
of this ‘principle, and the more 
general extension: of the movement, 
will,it is believed give better returns 
for the expenditure than less 
concentrated policy is likely to 
yield. It would therefore appear 
desirable that, wherever possible, 
provinces should be encouraged to 
eliminate, in particular some of the 
minor lines of work for. which 
Agriculture Instruction funds are at 
appropiated,. and employ 
establishing the

CERTIFICATES VALUABLE 


Jas. Stewart, chairman of the Can- 
adian wheat board, announced a. few 
days ago that the value of the “par- 
ticipation certificates” will not be less 
than 40 cents a bushel.

‘‘The Canadian wheat board feels 
that some idea should be given as to 
the propervalue<of. the participation 
certificates. issued “by the board. The 
whéat has not all been marketed by 
the farmers, and it is indeed difficult 
to estimate closely the quantity re- 
maining in their hands to be marketed 
before the new crop, Other factors 
enter into the situation such as the 
values prevailing when when and as 
the wheat is marketed, as well as the 
quantity required for domestic use .be- 
fore the new crop, a late harvest mak- 
ing a_ difference fe several million 
bushels,
